RULES  OF  ORDER 
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For  Conducting  The  Business  of  The  Convention 
Of  The  Diocese  Of  Northern  Indiana 
Of  The  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28,  1970 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to 
receive,  examine  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  dele¬ 
gates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter  their  names 
in  the  minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  II/.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secre¬ 
tary  who  being  chosen  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop's  annual  address,  nomina¬ 
tions  shall  be  made  for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  soon  as  the  nominations  have  been  made, 
the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed  on  a  ballot  for 
the  use  of  the  Convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for 
the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee,  the  regular  order  of  business  shall 
continue  as  far  as  possible  and  the  making  of  reports  shall  be  made.  Upon 
the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee,  nominations  shall  then  continue  for 
all  other  elective  offices  of  the  Convention  (except  those  nominated  by 
the  Bishop).  The  election  shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  at  two  o'clock 
p.m.  The  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  passible  dur¬ 
ing  the  elections. 

Rule  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as 
are  directed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall 
continue  insofar  as  is  expedient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  order: 

1.  Fiscal  year,  Proposed  Budget. 

2.  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Examining  Chaplains. 

4.  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Bishop's  Cabinet 

a)  Administration 

(1)  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund 

b)  Development  and  Communications. 

c)  Operations. 
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7.  Registrar  and  Historiographer. 

3.  Convention  Committees 

a)  Unfinished  business. 

b)  Admission  of  neu  parishes  and  missions. 

c)  Constitution  and  Canons. 

d)  State  of  the  Church. 

9.  Diocesan  Council. 

10.  Standing  Committee. 

11.  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

12.  Directors  of  the  Foundation. 


13.  Cathedral  Chapter. 

14.  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board. 


15.  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

16.  Other  Committee  and/qr  Special  Committee  Reports. 


Standing 
officers ; 


Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  as  hereinbefore  set  forth;  Diocesan 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General 
Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the 
Midwest;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop);  and  all 
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Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  uith  due  re¬ 
spect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  tuice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name 
of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order 
named. 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

RuIe  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if  un¬ 
qualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless 
it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Convention  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  ses¬ 
sion,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered  with  the  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one 
of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending 
or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration 

Rule  XXV.  All  questions  or  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in 
the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  acpeal  from  such  decision;  and  on 
such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

Rule  XXVI.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candi¬ 
dates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings 
of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal  on  their  re¬ 
porting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXVII..  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Con¬ 
ventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Convention.

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Seventy-Fourth  Annual  Convention 
November  17-18,  1972 
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The  Seventy-Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indi 
ana  began  with  a  social  hour  at  the  Sheraton-Fort  Wayne  Motor  Hotel  in 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  on  Friday,  November  17,  1972,  at  6:3B  p.m.  EST.  The 
ocial  hour  was  followed  by  a  dinner  at  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  B.  Coburn 
resident  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  discussed  issues  which  might  arise  at 
the  1973  General  Convention.  At  10:45  p.m.,  the  Right  Reverend  William 
C.  R.  Sheridan,  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana,  conducted  Evening  Prayer  in 
Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  and  preached  as  follows: 

Before  beginning  my  first  convention  sermon  to  you  I  de¬ 
sire  to  express  my  great,  JOY  -  that  so  many  of  the  Family  of 
the  Diocese  are  here  together  with  their  new  Bishop.  Not  only 
are  we  here  together,  but  we  are  worshipping  the  Lord  of  our 
Salvation  together.  And  that  means  we  know  what  is  at  the  very 
heart  and  substance  of  life  itself  -  the  adoration  and  praise 
of  the  Living  Gobi 

In  your  presence  I,  also,  desire  to  thank  Father  Randall 
and  Father  Davis  -  and  so  many  members  of  this  Parish  Family  - 
for  their  very  great  kindness  to  me  and  the  Diocese  in  prepar¬ 
ation  for  the  Convention.  Your  hospitality  has  been  genuinely 
Apostolic  and  heart-warming.  "IN  THE  NAME  DF  THE  FATHER  AND 
THE  SON  AND  THE  HOLY  GHOST." 

My  text  is  from  St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Colossians  2:6-8 
(the  New  English  Bible  Text): 

"Therefore,  since  Jesus  was  delivered  to  you  as  Christ 
and  Lord,  live  your  lives  in  union  with  Him.  Ee  rooted 
in  Him;  be  built  in  Him;  be  consolidated  in  the  Faith 
you  were  taught;  let  your  hearts  over-flow  with  thank¬ 
fulness.  Be  on  your  guard;  do  not  let  your  minds  be 
captured  by  hollow  and  delusive  speculations,  based  on 
traditions  of  man-made  teaching  and  centered  on  the 
elemental  spirits  of  the  universe  and  not  on  Christ." 

A  very  great  Christian  and  Anglican  (Dr.  Samuel  Johnson, 
famous  author,  lexicographer  and  conversationalist)  once  said 
we  need  more  often  to  be  reminded  than  instructed.  I  believe 
this  is  essentially  true  (or  as  St.  Paul  puts  it  to  "be  consol 
dated  in  the  faith  that  you  were  taught.") 

And  so  as  the  pledged  "Guardian  of  the  Faith"  -  I  did  make 
a  promise  to  be  tha t !  -  in  this  Diocese,  I  am  going  to  remind 
you  of  certain  things  that  are  true. . .things  that  are  rooted  in 
Christ  and  built  in  Him. 

Now  for  the  reminding !  I  start  with  the  most  precious  thing 
in  all  of  life. ..our  Faith  in  our  Blessed  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  If 
we  have  that ,  we  have  everything.  If  we  have  everything  else 
(even  the  riches  of  an  Onassis)  and  do  NOT  have  that  faith,  we  are 
desperate  paupers! 
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I  could  go  on,  literally,  for  hours  explaining  that  faith  in 
Christ  and,  its  applications  to  life,  but  it  would  not  be  said 
better  -  or  mare  succinctly  -  than  in  the  office  of  Instruction 
in  the  Prayer  Book!  You  will  remember  that  a  child  is  asked  what 
he  (or  she)  chiefly  learns  in  the  Apostles'  Creed: 

"First ,  I  learn  to  believe  in  God  the  Father  who  hath  made 
me,  and  all  the  world. 

Secondly ,  (I  believe)  in  God  the  Son,  who  hath  redeemed 
me,  and  all  mankind. 

Thirdly ,  (I  believe)  in  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  who  sancti- 
fieth  me  and  all  the  people  of  God. 

And  this  Holy  Trinity,  One  God,  I  praise  and  magnify, 
saying,  Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to 
the  Holy  Ghost;  As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and 
ever  shall  be,  world  without  end.  Amen." 

I(\l  MICROSIM ,  THAT  SAYS  IT  ALL! 

I  remind  you  also  -  as  if  you  needed  any  reminding  of  this 
fact  -  that  this  portion  of  Christ's  Catholic  Church,  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Church,  which  we  love,  and  to  which  we  give  our  loyalty,  has 
been  going  through  a  bad  time  of  it  spiritually  and  materially 
in  every  diocese  in  the  land.  My  deepest  concern,  however,  is  its 
spiritual  illness.  Again,  in  St.  Paul's  words  of  warning  to  "be 
on  your  guard;  do  not  let  your  minds  be  captured  by  hallow  and 
delusive  speculations;  based  on  traditions  of  man-made  teachings 
and  centered  on  the  elemental  spirits  of  the  universe  and  not  in 
God". 

The  1960's,  approximately,  have  been  years  of  confusion;  un¬ 
belief,  spiritual  depression  and  erosion  for  Churchmen.  He  have 
lived  through  violent  and  disturbing  times  and  almost  no  one  has 
been  left  unmarked  by  those  years.  Two  of  the  devastating  conse¬ 
quences  of  the  1960's  have  been  these :  our  general  culture  has 
been  indifferent  to  the  PAST  (and  its  history,  traditions  and 
roots!)  AND  it  flatly  rejects  all  idea  of  ETERNITY.  Now,  you  and 
I  do  not  fit  into  this  category.  He  are  not  indifferent  to  the 
PAST  -  and  its  history,  traditions  and  roots.  He  do  not  flatly 
reject  all  idea  of  ETERNITY.  But  as  in  our  corrupted  natural  at¬ 
mosphere,  we  are  all  affected  by  these  spiritual  ills. 

Added  to  the  "secular  pollution"  -  if  I  may  use  that  term  in 
these  days  of  sensitivity  to  ecology  -  many  Christians  have  been 
partly  "done  in"  (and  their  faith  eroded)  by  some  theologians  of 
Christianity.  In  their  zeal  to  be  "relevant"  and  to  meet  head-on 
this  all-pervading . secularism  of  which  I  speak,  some  theologians 
have  attempted  a  merger  of  "secularism"  and  "Christianitv"  called 
"SECULAR  CHRISTIANITY". 

The  results  have  often  been  quite  disasterous.  They  remind 
me  of  another  product  called  "grape-nuts".  It  has  been  pointed 
out,  by  others,  that  this  is  really  neither  grapes  OR  nuts. 

"Secular  Christianity"  is  neither  authentically  secular  OR  authen¬ 
tically  Christian.  In  this  secularized  Christianity  man  not  God  - 
has  been  exalted.  And  this  is  a  spiritual  calamity  of  the  greatest 
magnitude ! 
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In  a  striking  phrase  Father  Richard  Holloway  speaks  of  all 
this  in  his  book,  Let  Gad  Arise.  He  says  bluntly  that  much  of 
the  theology  of  the  last  ten  years  was  "an  almost  slavish  attempt 
to  adopt  Christian  faith  to  the  culture  of  the  60's  at  almost  any 
cost."  St.  Paul's  puts  it  another  way. .."Be  on  your  guard;  do  not 
let  your  minds  be  captured  by  hollow  -  and  delusive  speculation, 
based  on  traditions  of  man-made  teaching  and  centered  on  the  ele¬ 
mental  spirits  of  the  universe  and  not  on  Christ." 

I  am  not  being  nasty!  A  number  of  these  avant-garde  theolo¬ 
gians  had  some  truth  to  their  ideas  and  books,  but  they  all  fell 
short  of  THE  TRUTH.  And  I  remind  you  what  St.  Paul  says  to  us  in 
the  text:  "Be  consolidated  in  the  faith  that  you  were  taught...", 

I  give  you  two  examples  at  random:  Harvey  Cox,  and  Thomas  Altizer. 

These  names  may  mean  little  to  you  but  their  "secularized 
Christianity  have  harmed  all  of  us,  to  some  degree.  In  Cox  one 
must  be  moved  by  his  insistence  that  the  validity  of  our  Faith 
must  be  tested  by  its  power  to  grapple  with  life  in  the  modern 
city.  He  is  sensitive  to  human  situations  but  his  widely  papular 
work,  The  Secular  Ci ty ,  has  led  many  people  away  from  worship, 
prayer  and  contemplation.  ACTION  without  GOD'S  GRACE  can  become 
totally  "de-Christianized"  even  if  one  doesn't  mean  to  be. 

Thomas  Altizer  -  his  name  may  mean  nothing  to  many  of  you  - 
has  been  a  leader  in  the  "Death  of  God"  debacle.  I  will  not  enter 
this  evening  in  the  theological  arena  with  this  theologian  and 
his  Hegelian  thesis.  I  simply  want  to  say  that  the  results  of 
Altizer 's  work  The  Gospel  of  Christian  Atheism  and  his  "God  is 
Dead"  theological  speculations  have  caused  ENORMOUS  HURT  to  count¬ 
less  souls.  C.  S.  Lewis  -  that  giant  of  a  2.0th  century  apologist 
and  witness  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  —  and  one  who  did  live  his 
life  "in  union  with  Him"  (St.  Paul  again!)  -  said  of  all  that 
tragic  mismash:  that  he  had  never  heard  of  anyone  being  converted 
from  unbelief  to  any  of  the  currently  fashionable  versions  of 
secular  theology. 

And,  dear  f ricnds-in-Christ ,  CONVERSION  is  at  the  heart  of 
the  Christian  Religion. . .CONVERSION ,  the  turning  away  from  self 
towards  God  and  His  Will  for  us.  It  is  the  clear  realization  that 
we  COME  from  God,  we  BELONG  to  God  and  that  we,  someday,  are  going 
BACH  to  God. ..that  He  has  made  us  for  Himself!! 

One  of  the  great.  Anglican  spiritual  writers  and  mystics  of  a 
few  years  ago,  Evelyn  Underhill,  put  the  sDiritual  illness  of  our 
day  into  words  which  are  easily  understood  by  everyone  here  to¬ 
night.  She  wrote: 

"tu'e  are  drifting  towards  a  religion  which  consciously 
or  unconsciously  keeps  its  eye  on  humanity  rather  than 
on  Deity  -  which  lays  all  the  stress  on  service  and 
hardly  any  of  the  stress  on  the  awe  (of  God):  and  that 
is  a  type  of  religion  which  in  practice  does  not  wear 
well.  It  does  little  for  the  soul  in  those  awful  mo¬ 
ments  when  the  pain  and  mystery  of  life  are  most  deeply 
felt. ..It  does  not  lead  to  sanctity:  and  holiness,  after 
all,  is  the  religious  goal." 
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Miss  Underhill  gees  on  to  say  that  this  shallow  kind  of  reli¬ 
gion  will  only  be  checked  insofar  as  the  clergy  are  themselves 
real  men  of  prayer,  I  quote  her  directly: 

" . , .Theref ere ,  to  become  and  continue  a  Real  man  of  prayer 
seems  to  me  the  FIRST  duty  of  a  parish  priest."  "What  is 
a  man  of  prayer?" ,  Miss  Underhill  asks.  And  she  answers 
the  question  this  way : 

"...He  is  one  who  deliberately  wills  and  steadily  desires 
that  his  intercourse  with  God  and  other  souls  shall  be 
controlled  and  actuated  at  every  point  by  God  Himself ; 
one  who  has  so  far  developed  and  educated  his  spiritual 
sense  that  his  super-natural  environment  is  mere  real  and 
solid  than  his  natural  environment.  That  is. ..a  description 
of  the  only  real  apostolic  life." 

And,  then,  Evelyn  Underhill  sums  it  all  up,  in  this  short 
punch  line  by  saying:  "the  laity  distinguish  in  a  moment  the  clergy 
who  have  it  from  (those)  who  have  it  not..."  If  a  priest  loses  his 
grasp  of  supernatural  reality,  he  is  done  for. 

Uhile  on  the  subject  of  priests  I  wont  to  say  something  about 
the  priests  of  this  Diocese.  I  make  the  words  of  MICHAEL  the  great 
100th  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  our  present  spiritual  leader  of 
the  Anglican  Communion  -  rnv  own  words.  He  said  of  the  priests  of 
the  Church: 

"l\lo  jokes  about  the  clergy  and  no  running  down  of  the  clergy 
except  over  my  dead  body.  By  and  large,  the  clergy  are 
wonderfully  hard-working  and  self-sacrificing  and  are  de¬ 
voted  to  their  work  and  to  their  people." 

This  is  overwhelmingly  true  of  the  priests  of  our  diocese. 

I  would  speak  directly  now  to  our  priests  -  for  a  moment  - 
while  I  am  so  newly  their  Pastor  Pestorum  and  so  green  and  inex¬ 
perienced.  Rev.  Fathers,  I  have  walked  every  mile  that  you  are 
now  walking.  I  know  at  first-hand  your  joys,  your  agonies  and  your 
sacrifice.  You  are  my  bro thers-in-Christ ,  and  I  am  devoted  to  you. 

Please  let  me  quote  again  our  Spiritual  Leader  and  my  great 
hero  -  MICHAEL  of  Canterbury.  The  occasion  was  when  he  was  the 
brand  new  Bishop  of  Durham.  At  his  enthronement  he  said  these 
words  to  his  priests: 

"Finding  myself  called  to  be  your  Bishop... I  want  only  so 
to  rule,  so  to  teach,  so  to  minister  the  mysteries  of 
grace,  that  the  love  of  Christ  may  not  be  hindered  but 
spread  abroad. ..Let  me,  therefore,  charge  you,  -  it  is 
my  first  counsel,  -  tD  serve  Christ  in  His  Church  -  above 
all  else  -  with  joyfulness.  Members  of  the  Clergy,  rejoice 
that  you  are  privileged  to  teach  His  truth,  to  care  for 
His  people,  to  celebrate  the  mystery  of  His  body  and  blood, 
and  to  know  perhaps  his  patience  and  His  suffering  as  you 
serve  Him. 

...LET  THE  SOURCE  AND  THE  SPRING  OF  YOUR  JOY  COME  -  NOT 
FROM  YOUR  ENVIRONMENT ,  NOT  FROM  THE  WAY  THINGS  GO  -  BUT 
FROM  HIM." 

Then  the  Archbishop  spoke  to  the  People  of  God  at  his  Enthrone¬ 
ment. 
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"Members  of  the  Laity 
to  worship  a  Creator 
all  the  gifts  of  Chri 
in  the  building  up  of 
ship  of  the  Church  in 
of  Christ  before  men. 
your  allegiance,  that 
complete  demand  upon 
straining  lave  of  Chr 
and  the  Bishop  of  our 


,  rejoice  that  you  are  privileged 
who  made  you  for  Himself,  to  enjoy 
st  in  His  Church.  Do  all  you  can 
the  common  fellowship  and  the  wor- 
days  of  trial ,  to  bear  the  reproach 
REJOICE  that  He  asks  the  whole  of 
our  Lord  honors  you  with  the  most 
you. ..Hear  to  us  always  is  the  con- 
ist,  Enthroned  as  the  Prince  of  Life 
Souls. " 


Now  I  have  one  more 
and  then  I  have  finished 
CERTAINTY?  Lacordaire, 
"All  I  know  of  tomorrow 
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How  much  are  you  able  to  understand  of  the  "Riches  of  Christ: 
and  His  Church"?  None  of  us  can  COMPREHEND  -  that  is,  understand 
fully  -  our  good  fortune  that  we  are  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the 
Living  God.  He  can,  though,  apprehend  (just  faintly)  the  overwhelm¬ 
ing  goodness  of  God  to  those  who  know  Him  through  His  Church. 

Here  we  are. . •BAPTIZED  into  Christ's  very  Body  His  Church  and 
adopted  as  His  own.  Lie  are  given  a  share  of  ETERNITY.  He  feeds 
us  with  His  own  Body  and  Blood.  He  forgives  us  our  sins  and  follies 
when  we  are  sorry.  He  sustains  us  all  our  lives.  He  is  instantly 
available  to  us  always.  He  loves  us  to  the  point  of  having  died 
for  us.  He  offers  us  life  forever. . .and  ALL  of  this  without  merit 
on  our  part. 


From  time  to  time  I  am  asked  if  I  despair  because  there  are 
so  many  problems  to  life  and  so  many  burdens  to  carry  and  then  I 
remember  that  prayer  from  the  Prayer  Book  which  prays  that  we  "dread 
nothing  but  the  loss  of  God."  All  other  losses  or  problems  are 
just  relative  ones  -  sei  long  as  WE3  have  the  Faith. 

THAT  is  what  I  really  am  reminding  you  about  tonight.  St. 
Paul's  words  are  very  much  to  the  heart  of  the  whole  matter  and 
are  worth  listening  to  again:

We  look  on  transitory 
things  with  the  left  eye  and  with  the  right  eye  we  see  the  things 
of  heaven." 

□n  Saturday  morning,  November  18,  1972,  Bishop  Sheridan  celebrated 
the  Holy  Eucharist  in  Trinity  Church.  Breakfast  followed.  At  9:55  a.m. 
EST  the  Bishop  called  the  business  session  of  the  Convention  to  order 
in  the  gymnasium  and  opened  it  with  prayer.  A  series  of  slides,  entitled 
"The  Anatomy  of  a  Cathedral,"  was  shown. 

The  Rev.  Wilbur  B.  Dexter,  Secretary,  called  the  names  of  the  clergy 
entitled  to  seats  and  entered  the  names  of  those  present.  He  then  called 
the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of  the  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to 
representation,  whose  certificates  had  been  presented  to  him,  and  entered 
the  names  of  those  present.  The  Secretary  found  that  a  guorum  of  both 
Brders  was  present,  and  the  Bishop  declared  the  Convention  organized  for 
business. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Rev.  Wilbur  B.  Dexter  for  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  the  Convention.  It  was  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed, 
the  rules  suspended,  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for  Father  Dexter.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  Father  Dexter  appointed  the  Rev.  Paul  E. 
Leatherbury  Assistant  Secretary,  and  the  Convention  concurred. 

The  Hon.  Charles  M.  Boynton,  retiring  Chancellor,  read  aloud  certain 
proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese.  (Please 
see  Chancellor's  Report,  Addenda.)  At  10:45  a.m.  the  Bishop  made  his 
Annual  Address  as  follows: 

As  most  of  you  know,  Rev.  Fathers  and  Friends-in-Christ , 

I  preached  a  sermon  last  night  at  Solemn  Evensong.  What  I  am 
to  give  now  is,  in  no  way  a  sermon.  Rather  it  is  simply  a 
brief  statement  of  certain  facts  concerning  our  common  life 
in  this  Diocese. 

First  of  all,  though,  may  I  greet  you  in  the  love  of  our 
Blessed  Lord  Jesus  Christ?  I  have  prepared  for  this  day  with 
BBTH  great  joy  and  hours  and  hours  of  labor  How,  all  at  once, 
it  is  here. 

As  is  the  custom  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Diocese,  let  us  begin 
by  standing  and  remembering  before  God  all  the  Faithful  departed.

After  his  address,  the  Bishop  called  for  nominations  to  divers  dioc¬ 
esan  offices  and  marie  certain  appointments.  (Please  see  Directory.) 

At  12:B0  noon,  Mrs.  l/ern  R.  Ryan,  Treasurer,  presented  a  proposed 
diocesan  budget  for  1973  and  moved  its  adoption.  Mr.  Robert  B.  Hanna 
seconded  her  motion  at  length.  There  uas  much  discussion.  At  1:05  p.m., 
the  1973  budget  uos  adopted  as  proposed.  The  convention  repaired  to  the 
Church  for  noonday  prayers,  led  by  the  Rev.  Carl  H.  Richardson,  and  re¬ 
turned  to  the  gymnasium  for  lunch. 

At  2:15  p.m.  the  business  session  resumed.  Bishop  Sheridan  explained 
that  the  "reputation11  of  the  Diocese  of  northern  Indiana  in  the  American 
Church  uas  not  the  result  of  its  payment  of  its  quota  to  the  Executive 
Council  but  of  its  unswerving  loyalty  to  the  Catholic  Faith.  Balloting 
for  elective  offices  continued  throughout  the  afternoon.  (For  results, 
please  see  DIRECTORY).  The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  Mr.  James 
H.  Pankou  of  South  Bend  as  Chancellor.  Reports  uere  made  and  accepted. 
(Please  see  REPORTS.)

Whereas  the  current  state  of  Consultation  on  Church  Union  efforts, 
as  reflected  in  its  "Plan  for  Union,1'  indicates  a  lack  of  willing¬ 
ness  to  safeguard  the  catholic  creeds,  sacraments,  and  ministry:

Whereas,  the  Shrine  of  Our  Lady  of  Ualsingham  was,  from  its  estab¬ 
lishment  in  the  year  of  1061  until  its  destruction  under  Henry  VIII 
in  the  year  1539,  the  most  famous  and  frequently  visited  shrine  in 
England,  "not  to  be  rivalled  even  by  that  of  St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury 
which  drew  pilgrims  from  all  over  Europe. . .Miand 

Whereas,  it  has  become  the  same  again  since  its  restoration  in  1922 
by  the  Rev.  Alfred  Hope  Patten,  and 

Whereas,  there  are  now  thousands  of  devotees  to  Bur  Lady  of  Walsin- 
harn  throughout  the  world  and  especially  in  England  and  America,  and 

Whereas,  these  devotees  are  not  only  found  in  the  churches  of  the 
Anglican  Communion  but  also  in  the  Roman  Catholic,  Orthodox,  and 
Methodist  Churches,  and 
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Uhereas,  in  the  Episcopal  Church  in  America  there  are  nou  several 
shrines  to  Cur  Lady  of  Ualsingham  as  yell  as  chapters  of  the  Society 
of  Ualsingham  (Cleveland,  Ohio;  Peru,  Indiana;  Brooklyn,  |\leu  York; 
IMashotah,  Uisconsin;  to  name  only  a  feu),  and 

Uhereas,  countless  pilgrims  travel,  great  distances  to  these  shrines, 
and 

Uhereas,  the  Eoiscopal  Church  in  America  makes  no  liturgical  provi¬ 
sion  for  devotion  to  the  oldest  and  greatest  shrine  of  Dur  Lord's 
Mother  in  the  Anglican  Church,  and 

Uhereas,  the  Conk  of  Lesser  Feasts  and  Fasts  does  provide  propers 
far  Hugh  Latimer  uho  uas  the  most  instrumental  in  having  the  Shrine 
of  Dur  Lady  of  Ualsingham  destroyed  and  the  image  burned  (In  a  lette 
to  Thomas  Cromuell  he  urites,  "Cur  great  sibyll...  of  Ualsyngham. . . 
mold  make  a  jolly  mustere  in  Smy t'nf  ield. )  ,c-and 

Uhereas,  there  are  many  more  churchmen  today  devoted  to  Our  Lady  of 
Ualsingham  than  there  are  to  Hugh  Latimer, 

Be  it  therefore  proposed  that  either  (1)  the  proper  for  Hugh  Latimer 
be  dropped  from  the  Book  of  Lesser  Feasts  and  Fasts  or,  more  prefer¬ 
ably,  (2)  that  the  propers  for  Hugh  Latimer  be  retained  an  the  condi 
tion  that  propers  for  the  Feast  of  Dur  Lady  of  Ualsingham  be  added 
to  the  Book  o f _ Lesser  Fea sts  and  Fasts . 

Until  the  Church  is  milling  to  recognize  and  accept  its  heritage  and 
provide  for  all  of  its  members,  it  can  never  be  truly  catholic  and 
universal .

ANGOLA,  HOLY  FAMILY  MISSION:  With  regards  to  spiritualities,  there 
has  been  a  congregation  daily  at  the  Holy  Eucharist  since  June  (no 
small  accomplishment  in  a  tiny  mission  church!)  The  church  "parking 
lot"  has  been  paved  and  handsome  new  chandeliers  were  hung  in  the 
nave.  A  painting  programme  has  begun. 

GRIFFITH,  ST.  TIMOTHY'S  (a  parochial  altar  of  St.  Paul's,  Hammond): 

In  connection  with  the  mission's  spiritualities,  attendance  at  the 
principal  Sunday  Mass  has  shown  a  notable  increase  during  1972. 

A  "parish  nursery"  has  been  moved  to  larger  —  and  more  attractive  — 
quarters.  The  old  nursery  has  been  converted  into  a  comfortable, 
useful  priest's  office,  thereby  releasing  former  area  for  acolyte 
and  choir  sacristy! 

GOSHEN,  ST.  JAMES1  PARISH:  The  "new"  parish  hall  and  Christian  Ecu- 
cation  Building  —  built  4  to  5  years  ago  —  is  within  IB  months  of 
being  debt  free  (it  is  valued  at  $125,000  plus).  A  badly  needed 
parking  lot  has  been  resurfaced  with  cement  and  is  being  used  with 
delight!  Only  those  churchmen  who  used  to  go  down  to  their  ankles 
in  mud,  can  fully  appreciate  the  improvements! 

LOGANSPORT ,  TRINITY  PARISH:  Physically,  a  number  of  very  important 
once-in-a-generation  repairs  were  made  to  this  parish  church  (one 
of  the  oldest  in  the  Diocese!)  The  bell  tower  was  completely  re¬ 
built  with  new  timbers.  The  stone  work  was  "tuck  pointed"  and  the 
narthex  painted.  A  very  essential  "rewiring"  of  the  Parish  Hall 
is  now  being  completed.  The  Parish  Family  (men,  women  and  young  peo¬ 
ple)  have  scraped,  primed  and  painted  the  exterior  trim  of  the  church 
building  and  parish  hall.  The  Rectory  has  had  important  renovations 
on  the  interior. 

Uhat  is  sd  encouraging  about  all  these  activities  is  this  — 
they  are  the  first  MAJOR  renovations  in  25  years. ..and  were  des¬ 
perately  needed! 

MICHIGAN  CITY,  TRINITY  PARISH:  During  the  conciliar  year,  Trinity 
became  one  of  five  parishes  drawing  together  as  the  "Downtown 
Church  Council  of  Michigan  City"  —  a  group  of  inner  city  parishes 
striving  to  discover  ways  in  which  they  can  participate  in  bringing 
about  a  re-birth  of  the  moribund  central  city.  The  Rector,  Father 
Center,  and  two  lay  readers  (Jerry  Hyndman  and  Robert  Stockwell) 
have  represented  our  local  parish  on  the  Council. 

MICHIGAN  CITY  (LONG  BEACH),  ST,  ANDREU ' 5-BY-THE-LAKE :  A  remodeling 
of  the  Church's  interior  has  resulted  in  a  most  handsome  "trans¬ 
formation".  More  than  500  "man-hours"  of  devoted  labor  have  gone 
into  this  labor  of  love!  For  those  who  have  not  seen  the  new  Parish 
Hall-Christian  Education  addition,  the  Parish  Family  of  St.  Andrew's 
—  or  its  priest  —  would  delight  in  giving  a  complete  tour. 
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PLYMOUTH,  ST.  THOMAS* *  PARISH:  The  Parish  Family  "gave"  its  priest 
to  the  Family  of  the  Diocese,  when  he  was  chosen  to  be  the  new 
Bishop.  Father  Sheridan  had  been  the  Pastor  for  24  years  and  5 
months.  Through  the  legacy  of  a  devout  soul,  Miss  Theodore  Artz, 
more  than  $50, ODD  has  been  spent  in  1972  on  MAJOR  and  badly  needed  re¬ 
pairs.  The  exterior  of  the  parish  church  was  almost  rebuilt.  The 
"restorations11  included  a  new  red  tile  roof,  complete  tuck  pointing 
and  sandblasting  of  the  stone  walls,  all  new  copper  gutters,  flash¬ 
ings,  etc.,  and  foundation  repairs.  On  the  inside,  67  years  of 
ceiling  soot  and  grime  were  removed,  walls  painted  and  new  carpeting 
installed.  The  beautiful  "Calvary  Group"  on  the  rood  screen  was 
carefully  cleaned. 

SOUTH  BEND,  HOLY  TRINITY  PARISH:  Spiritually,  a  new  sense  of  the 
Parish  Family  li f e-in-Chri st  has  been  felt.  Many  hours  of  labor 
contributed  by  men,  women  and  high  schoolers  for  the  complete  paint¬ 
ing  of  all  exterior  trim  on  Church,  rectory  and  parish  hall. 

THE  MORTGAGE  OIM  HOLY  TRINITY  HAS  BEEN  PAID  OFF!!  It  was  taken 
out  in  1948  and  its  "paying  off"  represents  many,  many  sacrifices. 

The  Palace  of  the  King  will  be  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  on  the 
Feast  of  the  Most  Holy  Trinity,  JunE,  1973. 

SOUTH  BEND,  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JAMES:  Among  other  activities 
reported  by  our  Cathedral  Parish  is  the  remarkable  multi-screen 
film  presentation  by  Thomas  Brubaker  called  "Anatomy  of  a  Cathe¬ 
dral"  ..  .which  the  Convention  saw  this  morning.  Tom  is  not  only 
the  Junior  Warden  of  the  Cathedral  Church,  but  he  is  also  responsible 
for  the  brilliant  T.l I.  coverage  of  our  Bishop's  Consecration  by 
W.S.B.T.  -  T.l/.,  South  Bend. ..along  with  his  fellow  Churchman,  Justin 
Meacham  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  South  Bend. 

WARSAW,  ST.  ANNE'S  MISSION:  An  exciting  and  heroic  programme  of 

exterior  and  interior  repair  of  St.  Anne's  Church  took  place  this 
Summer.  The  exterior  brick  work,  which  had  crumbled  and  deterio¬ 
rated  badly,  was  extensively  renovated.  The  interior  of  the  church 
has  been  repaired  and  painted.  A  new  gas  furnace  has  been  installed, 
in  the  Vicarage. 

What  makes  the  projects  of  St.  Anne's  "heroic"?  All  but  $568.00 
(a  grant  from  the  Diocese)  of  the  $13,000  spent  on  these  essential 
repairs  was  SAVED  UP  IN  ADVANCE  before  the  work  was  begun.  The 
Parish  Family  owes  not  one  dollar  on  all  these  capital  improvements!!

For  example,  word 
has  come  that  St.  Augustine's  Parish,  Gary,  has  "vanquished"  its 
mortgage.

The  Bishop  then  paid  tribute  to  the  Hon.  Charles  M.  Boynton,  who 
had  served  the  Diocese  as  Chancellor  for  23  years,  under  three  bishops, 
and  was  retiring  as  of  the  end  of  the  day.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  MINISTRY 

At  its  organizational  meeting  December  11,  1971,  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Commission  elected  the  Rev.  Robert  J. 
Center  chairman  and  the  Rev.  William  R.  Hull  secretary. 

Meeting  February  2  at  Gethsemane  Parish  House,  Marion,  the  Commission 
interviewed  the  Rev.  Hugh  Hostetler  and  the  Rev.  Theron  Lansford  and  rec¬ 
ommended  them  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood.  Robert  Harding,  an  aspir¬ 
ant  from  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte,  was  also  interviewed. 

The  Commission  conducted  canonical  examinations  for  John  Roy  Paal ,  a 
senior  at  Seabury-Uestern  Theological  Seminary,  March  25,  at  the  Cathedral. 
The  examinations  were  oral,  written  work  having  been  in  the  form  of  the 
General  Ordination  Examination  administered  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
National  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains.  Mr.  Paal  satisfactorily  sustained 
the  examinations  and  was  approved  for  ordination  to  the  diaconate. 

A  critique  of  the  General  Ordination  Examination  and  a  discussion 
of  subcommittees  to  implement  the  broad  work  of  the  Commission  were  the 
principal  items  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  August  30  at 
the  Bishop's  Office. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  Payne  and  the  chairman  attended  the  Conference  on 
Non-Stipendiary  Ministries  at  Roanridge,  Missouri,  December  1-4,  1971.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHANCELLOR 

OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  wishes  to  report 
that  during  the  year  he  has  met  with  various  Priests,  various  Parishes  and 
Missions  for  the  purposes  of  discussing  legal  problems  which  the  various 
Parishes  and  Missions  have  had.  It  appears  that  most  of  the  questions 
have  been  answered  and  the  affairs,  as  far  as  the  Chancellor's  Office  is 
concerned,  seem  to  be  in  order. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  unfinished  Canons  or  Constitutional 
questions  which  must  be  submitted  to  this  Convention  at  Fort  Uayne,  Indiana. 

The  Chancellor  has  had  further  conversations  with  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  state  of  Indiana  concerning  the  question  of  the  continuation 
of  Parishes  operating  under  the  old  law  as  a  Parish  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  There  seems  to  be  grave  questions  whether  or  not  the  omission 
in  the  recodifying  of  the  law  actually  repealed  the  Episcopal  Church 
Statutes.  The  Attorney  General's  office,  through  the  Secretary  of  State, 
feels  that  the  Parishes  may  continue  to  be  corporations  under  the  old 
Episcopal  Church  Act  as  long  as  they  file  for  record  their  election  of 
vestrymen  and  wardens,  as  provided  by  the  old  statutes.  It  is,  therefore, 
the  Chancellor's  recommendation  that  until  further  notice  the  Parishes 
continue  to  file  the  Certification  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  as  to  the 
election  of  the  vestrymen  and  the  wardens,  and  that  you  continue  to  oper¬ 
ate  as  a  Statutory  Corporation  under  the  law  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Any  new  Missions  which  become  Parishes  should  qualify  by  filing  regular 
Articles  of  "Not  for  Profit  Corporations"  under  the  present  Acts.

2.  Proposed  amendment  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

Add  Section  7  to  Canon  No.  2  as  follows: 

"Unless  the  previous  Convention  shall  have  directed  the 
Bishop  otherwise,  the  annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese 
shall  be  called  into  session  for  no  more  than  a  single 
day,  which  shall  always  be  a  Saturday,  and  it  shall  be 
held  at  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Saint  James  in  South 
Bend."  Not  adopted. 


3.  Proposed  amendment  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

Delete  Section  2  of  Canon  No.  15  and  substitute: 

"Before  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the 
priests  and  deacons  in  each  deanery,  who  are  entitled  to 
seats  in  that  Convention,  together  with  the  lay  delegates 
who  have  been  chosen  by  the  l/estry  of  each  parish  or  the 
Vicar's  Committee  of  each  canonically  organized  or  paro¬ 
chial  mission  in  the  same  deanery  shall  meet  to  elect 
one  (1)  priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  to  represent  that 
deanery  as  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  The  names 
of  the  priest  and  lay  person  so  elected  shall  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Convention  by  a  certificate  signed  by  a 
majority  of  those  present  at  their  election."

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
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The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  held  several  meet¬ 
ings  during  the  year  all  for  the  purposes  of  reviewing  the  investments 
in  the  Endowment  Account  and  in  the  St.  Mary's  of  Delphi  Account.  These 
funds  are  administered  by  the  American  National  Bank,  as  agent  for  the 
Trustees,  and  the  reports  show  the  following  as  a  summary  as  of  the  quar¬ 
terly  report  of  September  30,  1972. 

As  agent  for  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  for 
the  endowment  fund  of  the  Diocese,  the  book  value  of  the  securities  is 
$100,162.61.  The  market  value  of  the  securities  as  of  September  30, 

1972  is  $110,832.80. 

With  reference  to  the  St.  Mary's  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Ac¬ 
count,  the  book  value  of  the  assets  held  is  $66,011.79  and  the  market 
value  of  said  account  is  $70,679.40.  Details  of  this  accounting  are 
held  by  the  Trustees  and  are  in  their  records  and  files. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that  they  have  expended  from  the  pre¬ 
vious  balance  reported  as  of  last  year  the  sum  of  $3,100.00  to  Wawasee 
Episcopal  Center  for  the  purposes  of  constructing  new  lavatory  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopal  Center.  This  money  has  been  distrib¬ 
uted  to  Father  Hyndman  for  the  purposes  of  paying  these  new  construction 
bills. 

Further,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  have  ex¬ 
pended  the  sum  of  $767.46  for  the  purposes  of  paying  the  traveling 
expenses  of  the  nominees  for  the  office  of  Bishop  at  the  meeting  held 
in  the  Cathedral  House  on  February  5,  1972. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that  as  of  October  31,  1972  the  balance 
in  the  Trustees  account  is  $2,891.43.

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THE  BISHOP'S  CABINET 
ADMINISTRATION  DIVISION 
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Responsibility  for  the  Planning  and  Strategy  Committee  was  assigned 
to  this  Division  by  Bishop  Klein.  Excellent  progress  has  been  made  by 
this  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Richard  L.  Davis  of  St.  Paul's, 
Hammond.  A  progress  report  will  be  made  to  the  Convention  by  Mr.  Davis. 

Tuo  resolutions  presented  to  the  1971  Convention  were  referred  to 
Administration  for  study: 

1.  Father  James  Curtis  suggested  that  the  Bishop  be  prepared  to  give 
financial  aid  to  non-stip tendiary  and  worker  clergy  who  might  be 
laid  off  or  discharged  from  their  secular  jobs.  Following  con¬ 
sideration  and  consultation  with  Bishop  Klein,  the  Parish  Vestries 
were  advised  that  this  was  a  matter  which  would  have  to  be  taken 
care  of  locally  and  by  each  Parish  when  and  if  a  problem  was  pre¬ 
sented. 

2.  Father  John  Hughes  suggested  that  the  1973  Diocesan  Budget  be  in 
an  amount  which  would  permit  assessments  to  the  parishes  not  in 
excess  of  20%  of  their  previous  three-year  average  of  operating 
receipts. 

Bishop  Sheridan  and  the  members  of  his  Cabinet  are  conscious  of 
the  need  to  keep  Diocesan  expenses  at  a  level  consistent  with  the 
Diocesan  Parishes  ability  to  pay. 

Ue  believe  however,  that  in  preparing  the  Diocesan  Budget,  first 
consideration  must  be  given  to  providing  for  the  essential  opera¬ 
ting  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  headquarters.

REPORT  OF 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

As  noted  in  the  report  to  the  Seventy-Third  Annual  Convention,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  were  requested  by  this  Committee  to 
give  consideration  to  making  payable  to  a  surviving  priest  an  immediate 
death  benefit  of  $2,000  upon  the  death  of  his  wife. 

The  president  of  the  Fund  wrote  on  February  9,  1972  acknowledging 
the  request  which  had  been  presented  to  the  January  meeting  of  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee. 

To  quote  from  his  letter:  "The  Executive  Committee  felt  that  there 
was  merit  in  your  suggestion  and  it  has  considered  similar  suggestions 
in  the  past.  On  the  other  hand,  it  felt  that  this  was  not  the  time  to 
implement  such  a  move. 

Ue  have  been  working  with  a  definite  order  of  priorities,  as  I  know 
you  are  aware,  and  the  recent  changes  we  have  made  are  costly.  Once  we 
have  finished  our  first  year  under  these  changes  we  will  be  in  a  much 
better  position  to  assess  other  improvements,  their  cost  and  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  putting  them  into  effect.  Ue  are  aware  of  the  great  loss  that 
occurs  when  a  wife  dies,  especially  when  minor  children  are  involved,  and 
although  we  make  no  promises  at  this  time,  I  do  want  you  to  know  that  it 
will  remain  on  our  agenda  and  will  receive  thoughtful  consideration."

THE  BISHOP'S  CABINET 
REPORT  OF 

THE  DEVELOPMENT  AND  COMMUNICATIONS  DIVISION 

This  mill  be  a  short  report.  The  day  of  the  election  of  Bishop 
Sheridan  the  Chairman  of  this  Division  accepted  election  to  the  Standing 
Committee  replacing  Bishop  Sheridan.  As  required  by  Canon  XII  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  the  Chairman  resigned  from  the  Bishop's 
Cabinet. 

Up  until  this  time  the  Division  had  been  organized  into  task  forces 
providing  general  direction  in  the  areas  of  Christian  Education,  Steward 
ship,  Ecumenical  affairs,  Ecclesiastical  Architecture  and  Allied  Arts, 
and  Publicity. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Diocesan  Youth  Council  was  formed,  under  the 
provision  of  a  new  Canon  passed  at  the  1971  Diocesan  Convention.  The 
Rev.  William  Hibbert  has  been  Diocesan  Youth  Director.  The  Rev.  Richard 
Curtis  began  his  new  responsibility  as  Director  of  the  Bishop  Mallett 
Conference.  The  Rev.  David  Hyndman  directed  both  childrens'  Camps,  and 
the  Rev.  Paul  M.  Ross  was  again  in  charge  of  the  childrens'  Lenten  Mite 
Box  Offering.  The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Sunderland  was  Chairman  of  a  task 
force  within  this  area. 
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The  \Ib ry  Rev.  Robert  A.  MacGill  continued  as  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan 
Stemardship  program.  The  Rev.  Richard  Cooper  has  been  Chairman  of  Ecu¬ 
menical  Affairs  and  the  Rev.  Theron  R.  Hughes,  Jr.  has  been  Chairman  of 
the  department  of  Ecclesiastical  Architecture  and  Allied  Arts. 

The  Rev.  James  Greer  has  been  in  charge  of  Publicity  and  has  been 
editor  of  the  Beacon.  The  Rev.  Wright  R.  Johnson  as  Chairman  of  the 
Diocesan  Liturgical  Committee  has  been  very  busy  during  these  months  of 
liturgical  experimentation. 

Mrs.  Wright  R.  Johnson  has  been  doing  excellent  uork  as  Chairman  of 
the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief.  Special  thanks  is  due  Mrs. 
E.  Eugene  Furry  uho  has  been  assistant  to  the  Chairman  and  uho ,  with  him, 
attended  the  various  meetings  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet.

REPORT  DF 

THE  DIOCESAN  LITURGICAL  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  the  Diocesan  Liturgical  Committee  held  three 
meetings.  They  acted  as  a  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  on  liturgical 
matters  and  aided  clergy  and  laity  with  liturgical  problems.  It  also 
assisted  uith  advice  concerning  the  consecration  of  our  new  Bishop. 

Compulsory  trial  use  of  proposed  Rites  continued  during  the  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  General  Convention  this  diocese  gave  a  fair  and  ob¬ 
jective  trial  to  all  proposed  Rites.  Liturgy  I  mas  used  until  December 
31,  1971  and  Liturgy  II  from  January  1st  until  May  21,  1972,  the  Feast  of 
Pentecost.  All  parishes  and  Missions  participated  in  this  trial  period. 

The  trial  included  the  use  of  the  Pastoral  Offices,  the  Daily  Office,  and 
all  other  aspects  of  the  Green  Book. 

At  the  end  of  the  trial  period  those  parishes  and  Missions  mho  mished 
to  continue  using  the  Trial  Services  mere  licensed  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop. 
Several  elected  to  do  so  mhile  the  remainder  returned  to  the  practice  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  The  use  of  the  Collects,  Lesson  (Bid  Testa¬ 
ment),  Epistles,  and  Gospels  from  the  Green  Book  remain  the  norm  of  the 
diocese  during  the  remainder  of  the  triennium  as  previously  agreed  upon. 

At  a  clergy  conference  held  at  Lake  Wamasee  an  September  26,  1972, 
it  mas  decided  to  continue  this  arrangement  until  the  next  General  Conven¬ 
tion.  At  that  time  future  liturgical  directions  mill  be  decided  upon. 

The  Bishop  mill  soon  issue  a  statement  on  the  proper  procedures  for  the 
admission  of  unconfirmed  Episcopal  children  to  the  Holy  Communion.  Please 
match  for  this  future  announcement. 

Several  members  of  the  Diocesan  Liturgical  Committee  attended  an 
inter-diocesan  Liturgical  Conference  in  Holland,  Michigan  in  May.  Dioceses 
represented  at  this  conference  mere  Northern  Indiana,  Michigan,  Western 
Michigan,  Ohio,  and  Chicago.  The  leadership  mas  provided  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Boone  Porter,  Director  of  the  Roanridge  Episcopal  Conference  Center  and 
a  member  of  the  Standing  Liturgical  Committee  of  the  General  Convention. 

Every  member  of  the  committee  stands  ready  to  assist  each  parish 
and  mission  mith  their  liturgical  problems  and  advise  concerning  future 
directions.  The  committee  mishes  to  thank  the  entire  diocese  for  their 
help  and  cooperation  during  the  period  of  trial  use.  Members  of  the

REPORT  ON 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

Why  Conservative  Churches  Are  Growing  by  Dean  M.  Helley  presents  a 
somber  but  thought  provoking  appraisal  of  the  condition  of  the  Christian 
Church  in  the  United  States  today.  At  the  very  time  when  certain  Chris¬ 
tian  groups,  such  as  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  are  experiencing 
rapid  rates  of  growth  and  other  signs  of  vitality,  the  "main  line"  de¬ 
nominations,  of  which  the  Episcopal  Church  is  one,  continue  to  decrease  in 
membership,  church  school  enrollment,  etc.  According  to  Mr.  Helley,  the 
"main  line"  groups  are  characterized  by  several  traits.  They  exhibit: 

1.  a  Relativism  in  doctrine  and  morality. 

2.  a  Diversity  which  permits  everyone  to  "do  his  own  thing." 

3.  an  openness  to  Dialogue  which  could  compromise  the  principles 
upon  which  a  particular  denomination  was  founded. 

A.  a  Leniency  of  discipline  which  makes  very  few  demands  on  its 
membership. 

The  "main  line"  Christian  denominations  have  declined  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  decline  in  Mr.  Kelley's  opinion,  because  they  stand  for  little 
and  because  their  members  derive  little  sense  of  meaning  from  belonging 
to  them. 

Dne  need  not  agree  with  everything  written  in  the  book  in  order  to 
recognize  the  element  of  truth  it  contains.  Hopefully,  it  will  lead 
Episcopalians  to  re-assess  what  we  really  stand  for  and  to  re-evaluate 
the  policies  which  might  have  contributed  to  our  decline.  In  the  past 
Anglicanism  has  demonstrated  a  remarkable  ability  to  re-new  itself. 

Only  a  century  ago,  the  Oxford  Movement  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  brought 
about  a  true  revival  of  devotion  and  commitment.  Let  us  pray  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  will  lead  us  once  again  to  a  genuine  renewal.

REPORT  OF 

THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  73rd  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  held 
December  11th,  1971  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James',  South  Bend,  Indiana 
the  priests  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee  were:  The  Reverend  Fathers 
William  C.  R.  Sheridan,  Robert  J.  Center  and  Canon  Richard  A.  Curtis. 

Lay  members  elected  were  Philip  C.  Childs  and  E.  Eugene  Furry. 

Immediately  following  the  Convention  in  its  organization  meeting  the 
Committee  elected  the  Reverend  Dr.  William  Sheridan,  President  and  E. 
Eugene  Furry,  Secretary. 

During  the  months  of  December,  January,  February  and  March  the  Com¬ 
mittee  met  many  times  informally  via  phone  and  round  robin  correspondence 
in  preparation  for  the  election  of  the  new  Bishop  who  was  to  be  elected  in 
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Special  Convention  on  April  15th,  1972.  In  the  interest  of  brevity  for 
this  report  the  many  details  and  duties  discharged  by  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  for  this  event  will  not  be  enumerated  here. 

□n  April  15th,  1972,  after  the  election  of  the  new  Bishop,  the 
Committee  met  in  the  Cathedral.  At  that  time  the  Reverend  Father  William 
C.  R.  Sheridan  submitted  his  resignation  from  the  Committee  as  he  had 
been  elected  the  fifth  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana  in  Special  Convention 
that  day. 

The  Reverend  B.  Linford  Eyrick,  St.  Paul's,  LaPorte,  Indiana  was 
nominated  and  unanimously  elected  to  fill  the  term  of  Father  Sheridan. 
Since  the  position  of  President  was  now  open  due  to  Father  Sheridan's 
resignation  it  was  necessary  for  the  Committee  to  elect  a  new  President. 
The  Rev.  Robert  J.  Center  was  then  nominated  and  unanimously  elected 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

In  other  business  the  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  the  peti¬ 
tion  of  John  Roy  Paal  to  become  a  Deacon.  The  Committee  then  reconfirmed 
Hugh  Hostetler  and  Theron  Langsford  for  Priesthood  and  the  Bishop  so 
notified. 

On  May  11th  at  a  meeting  held  in  LaPorte,  the  Committee  authorized 
the  Chancellor  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  SAB, □□□.□□  on  behalf  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purchase  of  an  Episcopal  residence  for 
the  Bishop-Elect  at  25B2  Twyckenham  Drive,  South  Bend,  Indiana. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  on  June  24th  immediately  fallowing  the 
consecration  of  Bishop  Sheridan  at  Notre  Dame.  The  President  presented 
two  consents  to  be  acted  upon.  One  was  to  sell  the  residence  held  for 
the  use  of  Bishop  Klein  who  was  retiring  and  the  other  for  the  purchase 
of  a  new  residence  for  Bishop  Sheridan.  The  consents  were  signed  and 
sent  to  the  Chancellor. 

Letters  from  Bishop  Klein  were  then  read  by  the  President  and  made 
a  part  of  the  record.  Bishop  Klein  submitted  his  resignation  to  become 
effective  at  11:59  p.m.  on  June  23rd,  1972.  The  other  letter  was  read 
in  which  Bishop  Klein  expressed  his  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the  Standing 
Committee  for  its  work  and  cooperation  with  him  during  his  episcopate. 

An  application  from  Richard  Jefferson  Kennison  for  admission  as 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders  was  presented  and  approved  by  the  Committee  and 
forwarded  to  Bishop  Sheridan. 

St.  James',  Goshen  asked  approval  to  sell  a  lot  it  owned  for  $2,200. 00 
and  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  pave  a  parking  lot  for  the  Church.  The 
Committee  voted  approval. 

The  Committee  then  voted  to  send  to  the  Administration  of  Notre  Dame 
University  a  resolution  in  the  name  of  the  Standing  Committee  thanking 
the  Administration  for  its  kindness  and  help  in  providing  the  Sacred  Heart 
Church  along  with  its  many  vestments  for  the  use  of  the  Northern  Indiana 
Diocese  in  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  William  C.  R.  Sheridan  on  June 
24th,  1972.  The  resolution  is  a  part  of  the  Minutes. 

The  Committee  met  again  on  July  14th  at  Trinity  Church  in  Michigan 
City.  Guests  were  Major  Richard  J.  Kennison,  candidate  for  diaconate, 
and  Messrs.  Barry  Hollowell,  James  Lemler,  Willis  Poyser,  Gerald  W. 

Raschke  and  Charles  Wallis,  Postulants.  The  candidate  and  postulants 
were  interviewed  in  a  group  and  individually  by  the  Committee. 

In  other  business,  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago 
requested  consent  to  sell  a  piece  of  property  it  had  inherited  which  was 

located  in  Berrien  County,  Michigan.  Price:  $12,BG0.DB.  Consent  was 
voted. 
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□n  request  of  the  Bishop  a  meeting  uas  called  on  September  15th  in 
uhich  the  Committee  met  as  a  Council  of  Advice  to  consider  matters  for 
which  the  Bishop  requested  council.  There  uas  no  other  official  busi¬ 
ness.

REPORT  OF 

THE  PROVISIONAL  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 
Faith  (Metro)  Project  No.  1 


The  year  since  last  Convention  has  been  one  of  consolidation  in  the 
midst  of  fluid  change. 


The  socio-economic  conditions  in  Gary  have  changed  rapidly,  especially 
in  the  last  few  months.  Earlier,  jobs  in  the  steel  mills  were  hard  to  get. 
The  influx  of  Cuban  families  was  reduced  by  a  1971  Castro  edict  banning 
emigration.  The  core  city  became  unpopular  with  existing  Cuban  families: 
of  160  settled  here,  about  half  returned  to  Florida.  Many  Puerto  Rican 
families  also  left  the  area,  which  they  were  able  to  do  largely  because 
of  improved  financial  condition  made  passible  by  our  program.  In  Gary, 
o^.ly  thR  Mexican-American  community  seems  to  remain  stable  among  the  Span¬ 
ish-speaking  population. 


It  is  significant  that  the  Spanish-speaking  people  assisted  by  our 
program  were  much  benefited  by  the  gifts  of  our  Diocese  and  the  services 
rendered  during  their  stay  here.  But  it  is  equally  significant  that  a 
large  number  of  these  people  no  longer  live  in  Gary  and  the  shape  of  the 
project  no  longer  fits  the  actual  needs  of  ths  people  —  both  qualitative¬ 
ly  and  quanti tativelv.

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1.  Ths  Provisional  Board  of  Directors.  This  body,  appointed  by  the 
bishop,  met  every  other  month  to  establish  policy  for  the  project, 
coordinate  its  activities,  and  to  attempt  communication  of  goals 
and  needs  to  the  entire  diocese.  It  is  hoped  that  this  board  will 
be  continued  and,  by  enabling  resolution,  be  able  to  continue  its 
role  as  diocesan  coordinator  and  liaison  for  ministry  and  mission  in 
the  Calumet  area. 

2.  The  Good  Samaritan  Corporation.  This  corporation  was  chartered  to 
serve  as  a  "small  business  agency"  for  the  Spanish-speaking  community 
in  Gary.  To  fund  a  projected  self-help  sewing  factory,  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  parish  and  others  of  the  South  Rend  deanery  raised  S3, 000  working 
capital.  A  $7,500  grant  was  also  obtained  from  the  national  United 
Thank  Offering.  It  was  ironic  that  when  the  funds  became  available, 
the  leadership  and  labor  pool  counted  on  had  disappeared.  The  board 
of  directors  have  remitted  the  U.T.O.  grant  and  released  to  the 
Cathedral  funds  collected  by  them,  with  the  hope  that  they  will  be 
earmarked  for  future  projects  in  the  Calumet  area.  The  Corporation 
board  has  been  revised  by  election  to  include  as  officers  certain 

key  members  of  the  Provisional  Board  of  Directors  (Father  Douglass, 
Games  Curtis  and  MacGill.) 

In  October,  following  the  resignation  of  Father  Virias,  the  board 
voted  to  ask  a  thorough  studv  of  mission  and  ministry  needs  in  the  Calu- 
met  area,  taking  into  account  recent,  changes  of  social  and  economic  re¬ 
sources,  leadership,  and  condition  of  parishes  there;.  It  also  requested 
flexible  funding  for  Spanish-speaking  and  other  potential  missions  of 
Faith  Project  l\lo.  1  under  control  of  the  Cabinet  and  Council.  The  Board 
asked  a  report  of  the  evaluating  body  for  submission  to  the  Cabinet  by 
March  1,  1973. 

Following  is  a  report  of  accomplishments  during  the  year  past: 

1.  Incoming  Spanish-speaking  families  were  assisted  with  jobs,  clothing, 
housing,  furniture  and  household  goods.  Gifts  of  diocesan  persons 
and  congregations  made  many  of  these  helps  available.  In  addition, 
the  staff  provided  coordination  of  federal,  state,  local  and  private 
agency  assistance. 

2.  Father  V/inas  arranged  for  lay  representation  on  various  leadership 
positions  with  the  Cuban  Association,  the  (R.C.)  Bishop's  Committee 
for  the  Spanish  Speaking,  Inc.  the  Latin  American  Family  Educations 
Program,  Model  Cities,  etc.  He  also  assisted  the  placing  of  bi-lingual 
persons  in  government  and  industry  positions. 

3.  A  youth  recreation  program  was  conducted  in  five  Gary  locations,  in¬ 
cluding  Christ  Church  and  St.  Augustine's. 

4.  Evening  Prayer  services,  with  Bible  Study  in  Spanish,  enjoyed  good 
attendance  (up  to  50)  until  families  began  to  leave  the  area.  Attend¬ 
ance  at  the  Spanish  Mass  at  Christ  Church  has  dwindled  from  about  30 
to  zero,  with  five  families  now  attending  the  English  Service.  Pro¬ 
vision  is  now  made  for  Spanish  Masses  elsewhere,  with  the  Rev.  Donald 
Zelaya  receiving  a  small  stipend  for  this  supply. 

5.  The  "Mariposa",  a  UbJ  bus,  has  been  used  extensively  for  transporting 
persons  in  resettlement,  and  for  the  distribution  of  10  loads  of 
clothing.  It  is  also  used  for  the  program  in  other  ways,  and  has  been 
recently  repaired  for  almost  daily  use. 

6.  Spanish-speaking  women  served  as  hostesses  for  a  deanery  meeting,  and 
the  project  people  were  hosts  for  the  Lenten  Mite  Box  Offering.

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7.  A  radio  program  in  Spanish  has  bean  sponsored  for  tun  hours  each 

Saturday  and  a  regular  article  on  Spanish  interests  is  sponsored  in 
the  newspaper.

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Whereas  the  socio-economic  situation  in  Gory  has  changed  markedly 
in  recent  months,  uith  many  Cuban-Americans  leaving  the  area  and  few 
entering;  and 

Whereas  the  Rev.  Aquilino  l/inas  has  resigned  as  director  of  Faith 
Project  No.  1  and  removed  from  the  area;  and

Therefore  be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  Faith  Project  No.  1  be  continued  as  on  authorized  venture  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  in  1973,  with  the  Provisional  Board  of 
Directors  recognized  as  the  diocesan  supervisory  agency. 

2.  That  the  1972  Convention  of  the  Diocese  be  asked  to  express  our  deep 
thanks  to  the  Rev.  Aguilino  \/irias  for  his  splendid  leadership  and 
selfless  sacrifice  as  project  director. 

3.  That  the  United  Thank  Offering  grant  of  $7,000  for  a  self-help  sewing 
factory,  and  other  moneys  collected  for  this  factory,  be  returned  to 
the  donors  with  an  appeal  that  funds  be  re-granted  for  new  purposes 
in  the  Calumet  Deanery. 

A.  That  the  clergy  of  the  Calumet  Deanery,  together  with  the  Diocesan 
Planning  and  Strategy  Commission  be  asked  to  study  and  evaluate  the 
missionary  needs  of  the  deanery  and  recommend  by  March  1,  1973,  spe¬ 
cific  ventures  to  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  for  approval  and  inclusion  in

A  RESOLUTION  REGARDING 
WOMEN  IN  THE  PRIESTHOOD 

Resolved,  that  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  here 
assembled  does  endorse  the  following  statement  and  position  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Apostolic  Ministry  regarding  the  ordination  of  women  to 
the  priesthood: 

1.  We  believe  that  the  priesthood  Christ  ordained  for  his  Church  must 

be  maintained  in  the  essentials  acknowledged  by  the  whole  Church  since 
the  Apostles'  time. 

2.  We  believe  that  ordination  of  women  to  that  priesthood  would  raise 
questions  of  its  meaning  and  theology  which  have  not  as  yet  been  an¬ 
swered  with  a  clear  consensus. 

3.  Ue  believe  that  such  a  step  if  taken  unilaterally  by  the  Anglican 

Cammunion - let  alone  one  province  of  it would  cast  doubt  on  our 

fidelity  to  Catholic  Order,  and  could  jeopardize  our  relations  with 
other  Catholic  and  Orthodox  Communions. 
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A.  We  believe  that  the  tearing  apart  af  the  Episcopal  Church  which  would 
inevitably  result  from  forcing  such  an  issue  could  only  harm  its  wit¬ 
ness  to  the  world  and  its  ministry  of  reconciliation  amongst  our  re¬ 
ligious  and  social  diversities. 

In  the  belief  that  we  must  not  risk  the  integrity  of  the  priesthood 
without  calm  study  by  our  own  Church  and  full  consultation  with  other 
branches  of  the  Catholic  Church,  we  voice  opposition  to  any  precipitate 
change  towards  ordination  cf  women  to  the  priesthood  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  specifically  to  oppose  such  a  change  at  General  Convention 
1973.

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MINUTES 

OF  THE 

SPECIAL  CONVENTION 

April  15,  1972 


This  Convention  was  held  pursuant  to  a  RESOLUTION  CONCERN¬ 
ING  CALLING  A  SPECIAL  CONVENTION  FOR  THE  ELECTION  OF  A 
BISHOP  adopted  at  the  73rd  Annual  Convention  on  December  11,  1971. 
(See  Minutes,  1971  JOURNAL.) 

The  Right  Reverend  Walter  Conrad  Klein,  Bishop  of  Northern  In¬ 
diana,  opened  the  Special  Convention  of  the  Diocese  with  a  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  9:00  a.m.  EST  in  the  Cathedral  of  Saint  James, 
South  Bend. 

The  Bishop  called  the  business  session  of  the  Convention  to  order  at 
10:30  a.m.  in  the  church  and  opened  it  with  prayer.  The  Very  Rev.  Robert 
A.  MacGill,  speaking  for  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  affirmed  that  the 
Credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  were  in  order. 

The  Rev.  Wilbur  B.  Dexter,  Secretary,  called  the  names  of  the  clergy 
entitled  to  vote  at  this  Convention  and  entered  the  names  of  those  present 
(see  pg.  3).  He  then  called  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of  the  parishes 
and  missions  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  had  been  pre¬ 
sented  to  him,  and  entered  the  names  of  those  present  (see  pg.  4).  The 
Secretary  found  that  a  quorum  of  both  Orders  was  present,  and  the 
Bishop  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Hon.  Charles  M.  Boynton,  Chancellor,  moved  that  the  14  Rules 
of  Order  customarily  used  at  special  conventions  be  adopted  to  govern  the 
proceedings  of  this  Convention.  His  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Bishop  distributed  a  list  of  post-convention  committees.  He  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  offering  at  Mass  had  come  to  $157.66;  which,  he  said, 
together  with  other  monies  available,  should  place  at  the  new  bishop’s 
disposal  an  amount  of  approximately  one  thousand  dollars.  The  Bishop 
then  called  for  a  report  from  the  Episcopal  Information  Sub-committee. 
The  Rev.  R.  Bradley  McCormick  made  the  report.  The  Rev.  Eugene  O. 
Douglass  moved  adoption  of  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  the  Sub-committee 
for  its  work.  His  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Bishop  having  explained  the  procedure,  the  Secretary  called  the 
names  of  all  parishes  and  missions  in  alphabetical  order  for  nominations 
to  the  Office  of  Bishop.  Nominating  speeches  were  limited  to  five  min¬ 
utes,  after  which  the  names  of  the  nominees  were  placed  on  the  altar.

The  Secretary  then  read  aloud  the  names  of  the  nomineees.  The 
Bishop  offered  prayer,  and  a  period  of  silence  followed.  The  Chancellor 
said  that  there  should  be  45  clerical  votes  and  93  lay  votes  in  all.  Ballot¬ 
ing  began. 

(NOTE:  On  every  ballot,  the  following  procedure  was  followed:  1.  A 
prayer.  On  the  first  ballot,  the  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Bishop;  on 
subsequent  ballots,  by  priests  of  the  Diocese  in  order  of  seniority.  2.  A 
period  of  silence.  3.  The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  clergymen 
entitled  to  vote,  in  order  of  seniority,  who  then  placed  their  ballots  in  a 
box  in  turn.  4.  The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates,  by 
parish  in  alphabetical  order,  who  then  placed  their  ballots  in  a  box  in 
turn.  5.  The  teller  in  each  case  —  first,  the  clerical;  secondly,  the  lay  — 
read  aloud  the  name  on  each  ballot  as  it  was  discovered  in  the  box. 
6.  The  teller  in  each  case  announced  a  tabulation.)

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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  THE 

SPECIAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

FOR  THE  ELECTION  OF  A  BISHOP 
At 

THE  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JAMES,  SOUTH  BEND 

Saturday,  April  15,  1972 


RESOLVED,  that  delegates  and  alternates  shall  be  seated,  nomina¬ 
tions  for  the  Office  of  Bishop  shall  be  made,  information  read,  tellers 
appointed,  ballots  distributed,  collected,  counted  and  announced,  and  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  election  conducted  as  follows: 

1.  Seats  will  be  reserved  for  the  delegates  of  the  Special  Convention  in 
the  nave  of  the  Cathedral  and  will  be  marked  off. 

2.  Alternates  will  have  designated  seats  apart  from  the  regularly  ap¬ 
pointed  delegates,  unless  they  are  at  the  time  substituting  for  a  regular 
delegate  absent  or  temporarily  out  of  the  room.  Each  alternate,  before 
taking  the  place  of  a  regular  delegate,  shall  report  to  the  secretary  of  the 
Special  Convention  with  the  delegate  (if  present)  for  whom  he  will  be 
substituting  so  that  the  substitution  may  be  recorded  by  the  secretary  on 
the  roll. 

3.  Visitors  may  occupy  designated  seats  in  the  rear  of  the  Cathedral. 

4.  After  a  quorum  has  been  declared,  committees  appointed,  the  Order 
of  Proceedings  and  Rules  adopted  and,  after  the  report  of  the  Episcopal 
Information  Sub-Committee,  the  nomination  and  election  of  a  Bishop  of 
Northern  Indiana  shall  continue  until  a  Bishop  is  elected  or  this  rule  is 
rescinded  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  of  the  Special  Convention 
then  present  voting  as  one  body. 

5.  Nominations  for  the  Office  of  Bishop  shall  be  made  as  follows:  The 
secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  parishes  and  missions  during  which  any 
qualified  member  of  the  delegation  called,  clerical  or  lay,  may  make  one 
nomination,  but  not  more  than  one  nomination  for  the  Office  of  Bishop; 
there  shall  be  only  one  nominating  speech  for  each  person  nominated  and 
it  shall  be  limited  to  five  minutes.  Nominations  may  not  be  seconded. 
The  nominator  shall  include  in  his  nominating  speech  the  data  contained 
in  the  Clerical  Directory  concerning  his  nominee.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  speech  the  nominator  shall  proceed  to  the  Altar  and  place  thereon  the 
name  of  his  nominee. 

6.  Any  delegate  who  has  signified  in  writing  to  the  Presiding  Officer  his 
intention  of  nominating  any  person  whose  name  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Episcopal  Information  Sub-Committee  may  have  the  right  reserved 
to  make  such  nomination  on  the  floor  of  convention. 
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7.  No  nomination  can  be  withdrawn  after  the  balloting  has  begun. 

8.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Roll  Call,  the  President  shall  appoint  the 
Tellers  of  the  Election:  One  clergyman  and  two  laymen  to  be  tellers  of 
the  clerical  vote,  and  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  to  be  tellers  of  the 
lay  vote. 

9.  Before  the  election  the  secretary  shall  read  slowly  and  clearly  the 
names  of  all  persons  nominated. 

10.  Before  each  ballot  there  shall  be  a  period  of  prayer  and  silence,  after 
which  the  tellers  shall  proceed  to  distribute  the  ballots. 

11.  Each  ballot  shall  be  received  individually  in  response  to  a  roll  call. 

12.  Each  ballot  as  counted  shall  be  announced  by  the  tellers  from  the 
front  of  the  Cathedral  in  full  view  and  hearing  of  the  Special  Convention. 

13.  An  election  having  been  made,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Notifi¬ 
cation  Committee.  Then  the  members  of  the  Special  Convention  shall 
come  forward  individually  in  response  to  a  roll  call  and  sign  the  required 
Canonical  Testimonial. 

14.  Except  as  modified  by  our  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  by  these 
rules,  Roberts’  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  proceedings  of  this  Special 
Convention. 
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
